Washington, DC - With bipartisan support the United States House of Representatives
passed HR 1495, the Water Resources Development Act, by a vote of 394-25. Included in this
bill is a credit provision that allows the San Antonio Channel Improvement Project to move
forward with its construction. With its passage, the bill removes uncertainties surrounding
available resources and ensures that construction continues without interruption in southern
San Antonio.
